But we are too fenfible of the common intercits of both countries not 
to remember, in: the midit of fich a contett, athatthe only point to be 
aimed at by us, is to raife a diipofition in the Councils of the Repub-. 
lic to return to our-ancient-union, by giving us that fatisfaction for the 
patt, and fecurity, for the future,’ which we thall be as ready to receive 
as they can be to.oifer, and to the attainmept of which we fall dire 
all our operations.« “We mean only to provide for’dur own fecurity, by 
defeating the dangerous defigns that have been formed againit us.
